This Office Action is responsive to the applicant's amendment filed on November 24, 
2006. . 

Claims 1, 3, 7, 1 1 and 12 have been amended. Claim 2 has been canceled. Accordingly, 
claims 1 and 3-13 are pending in this application. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Mr. 
Alfred J. Mangels (Reg. No. 22,605) on February 16, 2006. During telephone conversation with 
Mr. Mangels, an agreement was reached to amend claim 1 . The application has been amended as 
follows: 

Claims 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claim 1 (Currently Amended): 

— A fluid delivery device with a housing including at least one receiving chamber, and a 
rotatable displacement unit arranged within the receiving chamber, whereby the 
displacement unit serves to supply a medium to at least one pressure chamber provided 
within the housing, said fluid delivery device comprising: a pressure plate positioned 
between the pressure chamber and the housing, wherein the pressure plate is arranged 
between the housing and an axial plate, the pressure chamber is formed between the 
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pressure plate and the axial plate and the pressure plate is uncoupled from the housing by 
at least one spacer element that is arranged between the pressure plate and the housing. - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 3-13 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a pressure plate is arranged 
between the pressure chamber and the housing wherein the pressure plate is arranged between 
the pressure chamber and the housing, and the pressure plate is arranged between the housing 
and an axial plate, the pressure chamber is formed between the pressure plate and the axial plate 
and the pressure plate is uncoupled from the housing by at least one spacer element that is 
arranged between the pressure plate and the housing to provide a fluid delivery device that 
quietly operates.
